A set will distort 
or whistle with a dead “ C ” battery 
in circuit, and the tubes will a s­

"B" battery cuiTent, which tends to 
shorten their liv es. 
Although no 
appreciable power is drawn from 
"C■’ batteries, the normal shelf life 
of this type of cell is in the v icinity 
of six months and they should not 
be used longer than this.

work. Health training is at least as 
e.ssential a component of the child’s 
education as arithmetic or gram­ 
mar.

19 32 with the v isit to Lincoln of 
Dr. W. R. P. Emenson 
of Boston. 
Through the efforLs of Dr. Kather­ 
ine H. K. Wolfe, who was then di­ 
rector of school health, a course "if 
clinics and lectures was organized. 
It was conducted by Dr. Emenson 
and attended by physicians, nur.ses, 
teachers, and social workers.
